Whereas, the Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests & Nodal Officer, 
Maharashtra State, Nagpur, vide his letter under reference No.1 has submitted a proposal to 
the State Government, which was received from M/s. Telesonic Network Limited, Pune for 
Diversion of 0.15 ha. Forest land for laying of underground Optical Fiber Cable Line passing 
within RoW of existing road SH-13 passing through Village Palashi, Tal. Man, Dist. Satara in 
the State of Maharashtra. 


AND whereas, Government of Maharashtra after due consideration, vide its order

NOW, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred to State Government under general 
approval given vide MoEF&CC, Government of India's Handbook of Guidelines for effective 
and transparent implementation of the provisions of Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 
[Chapter-4, Para-4.2], Government of Maharashtra is pleased to grant Final Approval for 
Diversion of 0.15 ha. Forest Land. 
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Therefore, the Government of Maharashtra directs that 0.15 ha. Forest Land 


consisting of Reserved Forest Land more specifically described in the proposal submitted 


vide letter under reference No.1 and mentioned in the Schedule given below, be diverted to 


the User Agency, i.e. M/s. Telesonic Network Limited, Pune for laying underground Optical 


Fibre Cable passing within the RoW of existing road SH-13 passing through Village Palashi, 


Tal. Man, Dist. Satara. This approval for diversion of forest land is also subject to compliance

Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980, shall amount to violation of Forest (Conservation) 


Act, 1980 and action would be taken accordingly. 


In case of non-compliance of any of the above conditions, the concerned Chief 
Conservator of Forests / Deputy Conservator of Forests shall report through the State 
Government to Regional Officer (Central), Integrated Regional Office, Ministry of 
Environment, Forests & Climate Change, Government of India, Nagpur as per 
procedure laid down in the guidelines under the Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980.
